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PRUDENTIAL  TOUR 

Sheraton-Boston  Hotel   (Entrance  to  Star  Market  on  Boylston  Street) 

Right  onto  Ring  Road 

Right  onto  Huntington  Avenue 

This  is  the  Fenway  Urban  Renewal  Project  area.   On  the  right 
is  the  Christian  Science  Church  Development.   First  is  the 
26-story  Administration  Building.   The  long,  flat  area  will  be 
a  reflecting  pool  between  the  Administration  Building  and  the 
new  Sunday  School.   Under  this  pool  is  a  parking  garage  which 
holds  550  cars.   The  Colonnade  Building  in  the  background  is 
525  feet  long  and  will  be  used  by  the  Christian  Science  Monitor 
Newspaper.   The  new  Sunday  School  has  a  1200-seat  auditorium. 
Adjacent  to  this  building  is  Horticultural  Hall,  opened  in  1903, 
and  across  Massachusetts  Avenue,  Symphony  Hall,  built  in  1900. 
On  the  right,  as  the  bus  crosses  Massachusetts  Avenue,  you  can 
see  the  new  housing/commercial  construction  being  done  by  the 
church.   These  will  be  moderate- income  apartments  with  commercial 
space  on  the  first  floor.   The  building  is  eleven  stories  high, 
three  blocks  long,  with  a  550-car  parking  garage. 

Proceed  up  Huntington  Avenue 

As  we  cross  Gainsborough  Street,  to  the  left  is  the  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music  and  the  Central  YMCA.   Next,  on  both  sides 
of  the  street,  is  the  campus  of  Northeastern  University.   This 
school  was  one  of  the  first  in  the  country  to  institute  a  5-year 
cooperative  plan  of  education.   On  the  right  is  the  Boston  Museum 
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of  Fine  Arts,  incorporated  in  1870  and  located  at  present  site 
in  1909, — nationally  famous  for  its  Egyptian  and  Asian  collections. 
On  your  left  is  Wentworth  Institute,  founded  in  1904,  a  two-year 
technical  school,  and  Wentworth  College,  established  in  1970, 
where  a  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  is  awarded. 

Right  onto  Museum  Road 

Ahead,  the  famous  Fens,  part  of  a  linear  park  system  that  links 
the  older  downtown  area  of  Boston  to  its  suburbs,  designed  in 
1878  by  Frederick  Law  Olmsted,  Sr. ,  it  extends  from  Boston  Common 
to  Franklin  Park.   The  Fens,  containing  113  acres  of  municipal 
open  space,  is  used  for  a  variety  of  recreational  activities. 

Left  onto  Park  Drive 

On  the  left  is  the  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner  Museum,  established 
in  1900.   Also  on  the  left,  Simmons  College  for  Women,  founded 
in  1899.   Undergraduate  school — all  women;  graduate  school — 
coeducational.   Current  enrollment  is  2585. 

Left  on  Avenue  Louis  Pasteur 

On  your  right  is  Emmanuel  College  for  Women,  founded  in  1919, 
by  the  Order  of  Notre  Dame  de  Namur.   The  first  class  of  29  women 
was  graduated  in  1923;  current  enrollment  is  1225.   Looking  behind 
Emmanuel,  the  yellow-brick  buildings  you  see  are  the  Beth  Israel 
Hospital  complex,   i^gain  on  your  right  is  English  High  School 
for  Boys  and  its  high-rise  addition,  under  construction.   On  the 
left  is  Public  Latin  School,  commonly  known  as  Boston  Latin  School, 
the  oldest  public  school  in  the  country.  (1635) . 
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Pass  around  rotary  left  to  Longwood  Avenue 

Looking  to  your  right  you  can  see  the  Children's  Hospital 

Medical  Center,  and  behind  it  the  Deaconess  Hospital.   The 

Harvard  University  Medical  School  is  on  the  right,  and  beyond 

it,  again  on  the  right,  the  Angell  Memorial  Animal  Hospital, 

under  the  auspices  of  the  S.P.C.A.   On  your  left  are:   Boston 

Hospital  for  Women;  Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy;  and 

Boston  State  College.   Looking  toward  your  right,  about  three 

blocks  up  on  Huntington  Avenue  is  the  nationally-known  Peter 

Bent  Brigham  Hospital. 

Crossing  Huntington  Avenue  to  St.  Alphonsus  Street 

On  the  right  is  the  Whitney  Street  Development.   Charlesbank 
Apartments,  a  121A  Corporation,  rent  for  $122  to  $165  for 
studios;  $152  to  $214  for  1-bedroom  apartments.   (Chapter  121A 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  established  this  limited- 
income  loan  program.   (%  of  Gross — 20  years)) 

Right  onto  St.  Alphonsus  Street 

Crossing  Tremont  Street  and  looking  to  your  left,  you  can  see 

the  Mission  Church  complex.   The  Church  was  named  a  Basilica  in  1954. 

Right  onto  Hillside  to  Sachem  Street 

Left  on  Sachem  up  over  the  hill  to  Fisher  Avenue 

Ahead  of  you  is  the  New  England  Baptist  Hospital.   The  tall  white 
building  down  the  hill  is  the  Veterans  Hospital  and  the  low  building 
across  the  street  is  Sherrill,  150-bed  nursing  home  and  extended  care 
facility  for  the  aged,  a  Prudential  ICAP  Loan  Project,  operated 


in  connection  with  the  charitable  work  of  the  Trinity  Episcopal 
Church  at  Copley  Square.   Prudential's  loan  is  for  $1.7  million. 

Left  on  Fisher  to  Resthaven  Nursing  Home 

Resthaven  has  operated  since  1927  to  provide  facilities  for 
indigent  people  without  regard  to  race,  creed,  or  color.   Its 
chief  officers  are  prominent  members  of  the  black  community. 
The  original  facility  was  closed  in  1967  as  it  no  longer  met 
building  standards.   This  new  246-bed  nursing  home  and  extended- 
care  facility  was  completed  in  1971  but  is  just  now  being  readied 
to  open  due  to  a  series  of  misfortunes,  not  the  least  of  which 
was  the  bankruptcy  of  the  developer.   Prudential's  ICAP  loan 
commitment  of  $2.3  Million  will  soon  be  disbursed.   Resthaven 
Corporation  is  now  making  final  arrangements  for  loans  and  grants 
that  will  provide  start-up  and  operating  funds. 

Down  Fisher,  right  on  Parker  Hill,  Left  on  New  Heath 

Right  on  Columbus  to  Jackson  Square 

Note  demolition  and  clearance  for  U.  S.  Route  1-95.   The  elevated 
transit  line  is  to  be  relocated  to  the  Penn  Central  Railroad  Bed 
on  your  right.   Route  1-95  will  be  built  on  both  sides  of  this 
railroad  bed. 

Cross  Jackson  Square  to  Ritchie  Street  to  Marcella  Street 

We  are  now  in  the  Washington  Park  Urban  Renewal  Area.   To  your 
right  is  the  Academy  Homes  Development  (221(d) (3)  low-  to  middle- 
income  housing.   (221(d)(3)  is  a  low-interest,  federally  guaranteed 


loan  program  for  non-profit  sponsored  residential  development.) 
Academy  Homes  was  one  of  the  first  developments  built  in  Roxbury 
and  in  the  heart  of  the  ghetto.   This  development  contains 
517  units  of  housing  with  rents  ranging  from  $101  for  a  one- 
bedroom  to  $175  for  a  five-bedroom  unit.   Development  Corporation 
of  America  was  the  developer. 

Right  onto  Washington  Street 

You  will  continue  to  pass  through  more  of  the  Academy  Homes 
development.   You  are  now  passing  under  the  Elevated  Street  Railway 
which  extends  across  the  city.   Eventually  this  blighting  influence 
will  be  torn  down  and  the  transit  line  relocated  to  the  railroad 
bed  we  passed  earlier. 

Left  onto  Cobden 

On  your  right  is  Westminster  Court,  another  part  of  Academy  Homes . 

Right  onto  Walnut 

Left  onto  Seaver 

On  your  right  is  Franklin  Park,  part  of  the  Olmsted  master  design. 
It  is  a  429-acre  recreational  site  containing  the  City  greenhouse, 
the  City  golf  course,  and  the  City  zoo. 

Left  onto  Humboldt 

Approximately  six  blocks  down  on  the  left,  you  will  pass  the 
William  Monroe  Trotter  School,  a  magnet  school,  racially  balanced 
by  transporting  white  children  from  surrounding  areas.   On  the 
right  is  St.  Mark's  Episcopal  Church,  sponsor  of  the  non-profit 
housing  in  this  area.   On  both  sides  of  the  street  is  Marksdale 


Gardens.   There  are  two  sections  of  this  development  with  a 
total  of  178  units  of  housing.   Rental  range  -  $85.  to  $108. 
On  your  left  is  another  example  of  221(d)  (3)  housing,  Charlame  II, 
with  38  units  of  housing.   Rents  $170/month  -  two-bedroom,  $195/ 
month  -  four-bedroom,  all  utilities  included.   This  development 
is  sponsored  by  the  Charles  Street  A.M.E.  Church,  another  non- 
profit developer. 

Right  onto  Martin  Luther  King  Boulevard 

The  next  development  on  your  left  is  Charlame  I.   The  high-rise 
building  on  your  left  is  Public  Housing  for  the  Elderly,  built 
and  rented  by  the  Boston  Housing  Authority.   On  the  right  is  the 
new  Roxbury  YMCA  with  an  indoor  Olympic  swimming  pool.   Across 
and  down  to  the  right  toward  Warren  Street  from  the  YMCA  is  the 
Unity  Bank  &  Trust  Company. 

Left  onto  Warren  Street 

The  shopping  center  on  your  left  is  designed  with  an  interior 
mall  and  has  eight  stores:   a  supermarket,  drug  store,  shoe  store, 
record  shop,  discount  department  store,  auto  driving  school,  etc. 
The  center  was  financed  by  State  Mutual  Life  Assurety  of  America, 
($1,100,000).   As  we  bear  left,  we  are  again  passing  along  the 
boundary  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Area,  with  the  Model  Cities  Area 
on  your  right. 

Still  on  Warren  Street 

On  the  left  is  the  Warren  Gardens  Development.   These  low-  to 


middle- income  town  houses  face  an  inner  court.    There  are 
227  units  of  housing  with  rents  ranging  from  $85  for  an  Efficiency 
to  $155  for  a  four-bedroom  apartment.   More  than  1500  units  of 
new  housing  have  been  built  in  the  Washington  Park  area  to  date. 
On  your  left  again  is  the  new  Roxbury  Boys '  Club  and  the  Roxbury 
Civic  Center.   This  center  contains  a  new  court  house,  police 
station  and  various  social  service  agencies. 

Warren  Street  to  Harrison  Avenue 

On  your  right  is  the  training  center  for  Boston  Opportunities 
Industrial  Center,  which  the  Northeastern  Home  Office  of  Prudential 
supported  this  year  with  a  $2,000  contribution.   Prudential  has 
hired  several  good  people  who  completed  their  training  at  the 
Center.   On  your  right  also  is  a  typical  public  housing  project 
built  in  the  early  1940 's.   As  we  drive  along  Harrison  Avenue, 
you  will  notice  extensive  demolition  on  the  left  and  right. 
This  will  be  the  route  of  the  Inner  Belt  Highway,  which  will 
pass  from  left  to  right. 

:^iqht  onto  Hunneman  Street 

As  we  pass  the  Stride-Rite  Shoe  Company  on  the  left,  note  that 
the  building  has  been  designed  to  follow  the  contour  of  the 
Inner  Belt  Route. 

Left  onto  Albany  Street 

As  we  approach  Northampton  Street,  the  high-rise  buildings  directly 
ahead  are  part  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  Expansion  Plan. 
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Right  onto  Northampton  Street 

Turn  left  across  traffic  just  before  the  Esso  Station  to  Expressway- 
North  Entrance. 

Right  onto  Expressway 

On  the  left  are  typical  buildings  of  old  Boston  City  Hospital. 
In  the  foreground  are  the  Department  of  Public  Works  Yards.   The 
DEW  will  be  relocated  to  another  site  and  this  land  given  over  to 
City  Hospital  and  Boston  University  Medical  Center  for  expansion. 
On  your  right,  the  building  with  the  tall  chimneys  is  the 
City  of  Boston  main  incinerator.   On  the  left  is  the  relocated 
Wholesale  Flower  Market.   It  is  anticipated  that  the  wholesale 
flower  business  will  more  than  double  in  quantity  due  to  its 
more  favorable  location  with  access  to  major  highways.   On  your 
right  are  the  relocated  wholesale  meat  markets.   On  your  left 
is  the  Herald-Traveler  Building  and  on  your  right  in  the  distance, 
Gillette's  main  plant. 

As  we  proceed  down  the  Expressway,  you  have  a  good  view  of  the  downtown 
skyline. 

Looking  from  left  to  right  —  One  Beacon  Street,  the  Boston  Building, 
New  England  Merchants  National  Bank,  First  National  Bank  of  Boston, 
State  Street  Trust  Bank,  and  the  Keystone  Custodial  Fund  Building, 
all  built  within  the  last  ten  years. 

Still  on  the  Expressway,  we  are  now  passing  over  the  Interchange 
that  connects  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Extension  to  the  Expressway. 


To  your  left  is  the  Chinese  section  of  Boston,  with  new  low-  to 
moderate-income  housing  under  construction.   In  the  distance, 
to  your  left,  is  the  new  Howard  Johnson  Motor  Lodge.   On  your  right 
is  the  South  Station  complex  with  the  new  Post  Office  addition. 

Leave  Expressway  at  Chinatown  Exit 

Left  onto  Kneeland  Street 

We  are  passing  through  Chinatown  and  the  garment  district  of  Boston. 
On  your  right  is  the  Chinese  Merchants  Association  Building  and  the 
beginning  of  the  Park  Plaza  renewal  project.   This  project  is  a 
two-block  wide  corridor  which  starts  here  at  Harrison  Avenue  and 
runs  seven  blocks  to  Arlington  Street.   Its  outer  boundaries  are 
Kneeland-Stuart  Streets,  on  which  we  are  driving,  and  Essex- 
Boylston  Streets,  two  blocks  to  your  right.   As  we  approach  the 
intersection  of  Kneeland  and  Washington  Streets,  the  construction 
is  part  of  the  Tufts  New  England  Medical  Center  Expansion  and  the 
Don  Bosco  Technical  High  School  Expansion. 

Kneeland  to  Stuart  Street 

On  your  right  is  the  "Combat  Zone"  of  Boston.   At  the  intersection 
of  Tremont  and  Stuart  Streets  we  are  passing  through  the  heart  of 
Boston's  theater  district,  where  many  of  the  legitimate  stage 
shows  try  out  before  opening  in  New  York.   It  also  marks  the 
boundary  of  the  $250  million  Phase  One  portion  of  the  Park  Plaza 
project.   This  four-block  project  area  is  bounded  by  Stuart 
Street,  which  we  are  on,  and  the  Boston  Common  and  Public  Gardens, 
two  blocks  to  your  right.   The  project  will  include:   1600  units 
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of  housing,  an  800  to  1,000  room  hotel,  a  half-million  feet  of 
retail  space,  one  million  feet  of  new  office  space  and  a  3,000  car 
underground  garage.   As  the  bus  passes  up  Stuart  Street,  the 
buildings  directly  ahead  are  the  Statler  Hilton  Hotel  Building 
and  the  Motor  Mart  Garage.   This  garage  will  be  demolished  as  part 
of  the  Park  Plaza  Development  which  extends  from  the  bus  terminal 
on  your  right,  scheduled  for  relocation.   To  your  left  is  the 
Howard  Johnson  Motor  Lodge,  Boston's  newest  hotel  facility,  which 
has  an  8-story,  l,Q00-car  parking  garage  and  an  enclosed  swimming 
pool  within  the  23-story  tower.   The  unic  contains  359  rooms, 
two  theaters  seating  1,800,  two  restaurants  and  meeting  and  banquet 
rooms .   Prudential  holds  a  $12,000,000  mortgage  on  this  property 
and  a  participation  in  room  and  garage  income. 
Stuart  Street  to  Eliot  to  St.  James  and  up  St.  James  Street 

The  Statler  Hilton  Hotel  is  on  your  lett  and  the  Greyhound  Bus 
Terminal  is  direct!/  up  the  street.   on  your  right,  opposite  the 
bus  terminal,  is  th"  Park  oQuare  Office  Building.   Next  to  the 
bus  terminal  is  Liberty  Mutual  and  beyond  that  are  the  present 
and  new  John  Hancocl:  huildings.  After  mov-ng  to  their  new  quarters, 
the  existing  HancocK  building  will  be  dedicated  to  public  use. 
Across  to  your  right  from  the  new  Hancock  Building  is  famous 
Copley  Sguar-3,  ancho'fd  on  the  corner  by  Trinity  Church,  started 
1817  and  consecrated  1877.)   As  we  pajjs  by  Copley  Square,  on 
your  left  is  the  Sheraton- Plaza. 
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Right  onto  Dartmouth 

The  Boston  Public  Library  is  on  your  left  and  across  Boylston 
Street  on  the  corner  is  Old  South  Church,  built  in  1875. 
(Cunmiings  &  Sears  -  Architects)   The  congregation  of  Old  South 
Church  dates  back  to  1669. 

Right  onto  Boylston 

On  your  left  is  New  England  Life  Insurance  Company.   This  section 
of  the  Back  Bay  houses  many  exclusive  shops, — Saks,  Lord  &  Taylor, 
Bonwit-Teller ,  Brooks  Brothers,  Shreve  Crump  &  Low,  to  name  a  few. 
On  your  left  is  the  Arlington  Street  Church,  built  in  1860  and 
dating  back  to  1729.   To  your  left,  up  Arlington  Street  and  facing 
the  Public  Garden  is  the  Ritz  Carlton  Hotel.   On  your  right  is 
part  of  the  Park  Plaza  Development. 

Left  onto  Charles  Street 

On  your  left  is  the  24-acre  Public  Garden  site,  created  in  the 
mid  1800 's  when  the  Charles  River  Tidal  Basin  was  filled  in  to 
create  the  present  Back  Bay.   Charles  Street  marked  the  shoreline 
where  the  British  embarked  on  their  famous  march  to  Concord  and 
Lexington.   On  your  right  is  the  48-acre  site  of  the  Boston  Common, 
part  of  the  original  land  mass  of  Boston. 

Right  onto  Beacon  Street 

On  your  left  is  The  Historic  Beacon  Hill  District,  preservation 
of  which  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Beacon  Hill  Architectural 
Commission.   Please  notice  on  your  left  the  handsome  town  houses 
with  the  tinted  window  panes.   (Prized  and  valuable  today  as  some 
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of  the  earliest  glass  brought  from  England,  discoloration 
actually  resulted  from  a  defect  in  the  glass  which  caused 
it  to  turn  lavender  when  exposed  to  sunlight  for  a  long  time.) 
At  No.  40  Beacon  Street  is  the  Women's  City  Club,  where  your 
wives  will  have  lunch  today.   Our  golden-domed  State  House, 
again  on  your  left,  was  designed  by  Bulfinch  and  built  in 
1795.   (Wings  added  1914-1918) 

Left  onto  Bowdoin  Street 

The  neo-classical  yellow-brick  building  on  your  left  is  the 
Annex  to  the  State  House.   (1895)   On  your  right  you  can  see 
the  rear  of  the  Leverett  Saltonstall  State  Office  Building 
and  the  construction  site  of  an  addition  to  that  complex. 

Left  onto  Cambridge  Street 

On  your  right  is  the  Charles  F.  Hurley  Employment  Security 
Building  and  the  Lindemann  Mental  Health  Center,  two  of  a 
trio  of  State  buildings  which  will  form  a  Health,  Welfare 
and  Education  Service  Center  complex.   The  third  structure 
in  the  complex  will  be  the  33-story  Health,  Welfare  and 
Education  Building  to  be  built  at  the  corner  of  Merrimac 
and  New  Chardon  Streets.   Next  on  your  right  is  the  famous 
Old  West  Church.  (1809)   Again  on  your  right,  the  Harrison 
Gray  Otis  House,  one  of  the  few  remaining  Bulf inch-designed 
residences  still  standing.   You  will  also  see  on  your  left 
Beacon  Hill  row  housing  being  rehabilitated.   On  your  right 
is  the  West  End  Shopping  Plaza,  containing  a  motel,  a  600- 


car  parking  garage,  a  lO-story  office  building,  and  various 
retail  businesses.   On  your  right,  under  construction,  are 
the  parking  facility  garages  for  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital. 

Right  onto  Storrow  Drive 

We  pass  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital. 

Right  onto  Blossom  Street 

On  your  left  is  the  West  End  urban  renewal  project  containing 
six  luxury-apartment  towers  with  1426  units.   On  your  right 
again,  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  complex. 

Left  onto  Cardinal  O'Connell  Way 

You  will  see  on  the  right  the  nationally-known  Shriners  Hospital 
Burns  Institute.  St.  Joseph's  Church  and  Regina  Cleri,  home  for 
retired  priests  of  the  Catholic  Archdiocese.   On  your  left  is 
the  site  of  two  proposed  apartment  towers  containing  710  units 
and  housing  for  the  elderly  containing  150  units,  and  another 
10-story  office  building  and  underground  parking  for  1170  cars. 
On  your  right  is  the  internationally-known  Retina  Foundation 
Research  Center. 

Right  onto  Staniford  Street 

The  west  facade  of  the  Charles  F.  Hurley  Employment  Security 
Building  is  on  your  left. 

Left  onto  Cambridge  Street 

On  the  right,  the  Leverett  Saltonstall  State  Office  Building; 
On  your  left,  the  rehabilitated  New  England  Telephone  Building 


with  its  newly-constructed  extension.   One,  Two  and  Three  Center 
Plaza  on  the  right;  John  F.  Kennedy  Federal  Office  Building  and 
New  City  Hall  on  the  left. 

Left  onto  Sudbury  Street 

On  your  left  are  the  new  WNAC-TV  Building  and  Police  Station  No.  1. 
As  you  continue  looking  left,  the  long  concrete  structure  is  the 
1850-car  Government  Center  Parking  Garage  and  a  new  Bus  Terminal. 

Right  onto  New  Congress  Street 

The  red  brick  buildings  on  your  left  are  known  as  the  Blackstone 
Block,  typical  of  what  is  being  done  in  the  area  of  historical 
rehabilitation  and  preservation.   On  your  right  is  the  east 
facade  of  New  City  Hall.   Historic  Faneuil  Hall  is  on  your  left, 
and  behind  it,  Quincy  Market,  an  architecturally- important  building 
currently  being  restored.   The  fenced-in  area  on  your  left  is 
scheduled  for  a  proposed  60-State  Street  Office  Tower.   The  tall 
building  on  your  right  is  the  New  England  Merchants  National 
Bank  Building. 

Right  onto  State  Street 

You  can  now  see  the  Old  State  House,  built  in  1712,  the  Colonial 
seat  of  government  under  British  rule. 

Left  onto  Devonshire  Street 

We  now  enter  a  section  of  the  old  financial  district  of  Boston. 
On  the  left,  the  United  States  Post  Office. 

Left  onto  Milk  Street 

On  the  right  is  the  site  of  the  new  National  Shawmut  Bank. 
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This  is  a  joint  venture  between  the  Shawmut  Bank  and  PIC  Realty 
for  a  39-storv  office  building  containing  1.3  million  gross  and 
1.1  million  net  rentable  square  feet  on  the  1.3  acre  site.   There 
will  be  3  basement  levels  and  two  levels  of  parking  for  238  cars. 
Completion  is  scheduled  for  1975  and  the  bank  will  occupy  about 
42%  of  the  space.   The  total  financing  is  $75  million  of  which 
$55  million  is  to  be  a  mortgage  held  by  Prudential  and  the  balance 
is  the  equity  to  be  held  equally  by  the  partners. 

Entering  Post  Office  Square 

The  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Boston  is  the  curved  building  directly 
ahead. 

Right  onto  Congress  Street 

The  high-rise  building  on  your  right  is  the  new  First  National 
Bank  of  Boston. 

Right  onto  High  Street 

On  your  left  is  the  new  Keystone  Custodial  Fund  Building.   On  your 
right  is  the  construction  site  of  the  new  Blue-Cross  Blue-Shield 
Building. 

Left  onto  Summer  Street 

We  now  enter  the  area  of  the  South  Station  Development  complex. 
On  the  left  and  right,  the  Dewey  Square  Tower  Development  plans 
for  high-rise  office,  retail  and  commercial  space. 

Cross  the  Expressway 

On  the  left  is  the  construction  site  of  the  new  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  of  Boston.  On  the  right  is  the  Old  South  Station  complex

and  the  site  of  the  new  Transportation  and  Commercial  Center, 
including  a  new  Parking  Garage  and  Motel. 

Continue  down  Summer  Street  and  cross  Fort  Point  Channel 

On  your  left  and  right,  the  site  of  the  British  Properties 
Development,  a  major  industrial,  residential  and  commercial 
complex. 

Right  onto  Melcher  Street 

Pass  through  the  proposed  British  Properties  Development  area. 

Left  onto  A  Street 

Continue  through  the  British  Properties  Development  site. 

Right  onto  Congress  Street 

Left  onto  B  Street 

Left  onto  Northern  Avenue 

On  your  right  is  the  site  of  the  Port  Authority  Third  Channel 
Crossing.   Next  on  your  right  is  Anthony ' s  Pier  4  where  you 
will  be  having  lunch  tomorrow.   Next  on  your  right  is  the 
Athanas  Development.   On  the  left  is  the  British  Properties 
Development  area. 

Pass  down  Northern  Avenue  over  the  Fort  Point  Channel 

On  your  left  is  the  rear  of  the  Sheraton  Building  and  the 
proposed  site  for  a  "Tea  Party  Park. "  commemorating  the 
Boston  Tea  Party. 

Right  onto  Atlantic  Avenue 

On  the  right  are  Fosters  and  Rowes  Wharves,  the  site  of  a 
proposed  restaurant,  garage  and  hotel  or  office  complex. 
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Next  on  the  right.  Harbor  Towers,  the  first  construction  in 
the  Waterfront  Renewal  Project.   Each  of  the  Towers  contains 
312  apartments.   The  garage  has  a  capacity  of  1500  cars  with 
commercial  space  on  the  ground  floor  and  a  health  club  on  the 
top  floor. 

Under  the  Expressway  -  right  onto  Central  -  left  onto  Atlantic  Avenue 
On  the  right  is  the  New  England  Aquarium  and  next  to  it  Long  Wharf, 
the  culmination  of  the  Walkway  to  the  Sea.   The  old  buildings  on 
Long  Wharf  are  to  be  rehabilitated  because  of  their  historic  nature, 
and  the  large  demolition  area  is  to  be  used  for  a  public  open  space. 
Continuing  on  Atlantic  Avenue,  next  on  the  right  is  the  site  of  an 
office,  motel,  and  parking  complex.   Also  on  the  right  we  pass 
historic  granite  warehouses,  now  under  rehabilitation  for 
residential  use.  Commercial  Wharf  and  Lewis  Wharf. 

U-Turn  at  the  newly-constructed  Gas  Station 

On  the  right  the  rehabilitated  Prince  Spaghetti  Factory  Building, 
now  a  residential  structure. 

Returning  on  Atlantic  Avenue 

On  the  right,  the  large  clearance  area  is  the  site  of  moderate- 
income  housing  and  public  open  space. 

Right  onto  State  Street  to  Expressway
